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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of reasons set forth in the previous office action. 
In addition, applicant argues that the Narayanan reference does not teach an activated matrix, which is not convincing. Although applican 
may describe the activated matrix of the presnet application in their specification, they have not explicitly definted the term. As such, 
applicant's description does not limit the definition of the term. When sample is injected into the gel of the reference, the gel is deemed to 
be activated (activated matrix). Applicant is reminded that although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant also 
argues that the reference does not teach an analysis area free of solid phase; however, a gel is fluidic, such that it may be interpreted as 
not being a solid phase. Applicant also states that these arguments were made in the prior response, which is inaccurate. Applicant's 
statement in the prior response that "none of the references, including Giebeler et al., disclose an analysis target areathat has an 
activated matrix therein" was only in response to the examiner's position that applicant had not addressed the Giebler rejection in their 
prior response. In no way did applicant argues that the Narayanan reference did not have this limitation, but rather relied solely on their 
131 declaration. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection under 35 USC 103 are based on the alleged deficiencies in 
Narayanan, which have already been addressed.. 
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
